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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and 
Housing  Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  of  the 
Public  Health  and  Sanitary  administration  of  the  Rural 
District  of  Holder  ness  for  1962. 

The  year  was  one  of  steady  consolidation  and  progress  in 
the  field  o<f  Sanitation,  and  towardis  the  provision  of  adequate 
systems  of  sewage  disposal  throughout  the  district,  which, 
owing  to  the  flatness  o/f  contour,  is  more  difficult  than  others, 
and  requires  pumping  in  many  cases. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population. 

The  estimated  population  of  Holderness,  including 
members  ot  the  Armed  Forces,  was  21, 580  at  mid-year,  1962 
— an  increase  oif  1,210.  This  increase  chiefly  arises  from  the 
new  housing  developments  at  Thorngumbald,  Burstwick  and 
Keyingham  in  the  south-western  districts  of  Holderness. 
These  new  housing  estates  are  served  by  the  new  sewerage 
installation  at  Keyingham. 


Birth  Rate. 


The  live  birth  rate  has  risen  to  17.28  iper  1,000 population, 
0.93  more  than  in  1961,  and  the  highest  rate  since  1955. 
373  live  births  were  recorded,  205  males  and  168  females.

When  comparison  is  made  with  other  areas,  or  the  whole 
country,  use  is  made  ot  the  Comparability  Factor,  a figure 
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which  takes  into  account  the  age  and  sex  constitution  of  the 
district  as  disclosed  by  the  census,  and  which  has  so  far 
remained  at  1.09,  denoting*  that  there  are  more  elderly  people 
than  in  the  average  community.  This  raises  the  Birth  Bate 
to  a hypothetical  figure  of  18.8,  but  does  not  alter  the  actual 
birth  rate. 

There  were  12  illegitimate  children  born,  giving  a rate 
of  0.56  per  1,000  population,  and  3.2  per  1,000  of  all  live 
births,  a slight  increase  over  the  figures  for  1961,  which  were 
0.34  and  2.6  respectively.  The  rate  for  the  whole  country  is 
5.9  per  1,000  live  births. 

Still  Births. 

There  were  3 still  births — all  legitimate,  and  all  male, 
making  a total  oif  376  births.  The  still  birth  rate  was  7,98 
per  1,000  total  births  compared  with  14.79  in  1961, 

Death  Rate. 

Inclusive  of  deaths  of'  residents  away,  e.g.,  in  hospital, 
etc.,  149  males  anid  93  females  died,  a total  of  242- — an  increase 
of  201  (all  male)  over  last  year.  The  death  rate  is  11.2  per 
1,000  population,  compared  with  10.90  in  1961. 

W hen  adjusted  by  the  Comparability  Factor  for  death, 
of  1.01,  the  death  rate  is  raised  to  11.3  per  1,000  people. 
The  Comparability  Factor,  which  last  year  was  0.96  and  which 
reduced  the  death  rate,  takes  into  account  age  and  sex 
distribution,  but  climatic  conditions — humidity  and  smog — 
do  have  an  (effect  on  morbidity  and  longevity,  and  in  that  we 
are  fortunate  in  our  district. 

The  death  rate  for  the  County  of  East  Yorkshire  is  11.75, 
and  that  for  England  and  Wales  11.9.

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Principal  Causes  of  Death. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  were:  Heart  Disease  (68), 
Cancer  (50),  Cerebral  (Vascular  Lesions,  Haemorrhage  and 
Thrombosis)  (30).  These  caused  148,  or  61.1  % of  all  deaths. 
Other  Circulatory  diseases  caused  13  deaths,  Respiratory 
Diseases — Pneumonia  (10),  Bronchitis  (16)  and  Influenza  (1) 
— caused  27,  or  11.1%  of  the  total  deaths. 

Cancer. 

Compared  with  1061,  16  more  people  died  from  Cancer 
this  year,  the  number  rising  from  34  to  50,  the  rate  per  1,000 
rising  from  1.7  to  2.3.  This  is  the  highest  total  known  for 
the  district.  The  sites  were  as  follows:  —

The  most  frequent  sites  in  males  were  the  stomach  (9), 
lungs  (5),  prostate  (6),  bowels  (5),  and  in  females,  stomach 
(3),  breast  (4),  bowels  (4). 

The  most  noticeable  change  this  year  is  the  increased 
frequency  of  the  stomach  as  a site.  The  deaths  from  cancer 
of  the  lung  are,  as  usual,  mainly  male.

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Maternal  Mortality. 

F'ot  the  sixth  successive  year  it  is  very  satisfactory  to 
record  that  there  were  no  deal  hs  from  Pregancy,  Childbirth 
or  Abortion. 

Deaths  in  Children  under  One  Year. 

Six  male  and  five  females  died  under  one  year  of  age. 
All  were  legitimate.  Six  of  these  died  within  the  first  month 
(neonatal  deaths),  and  four  during  the  first  week.  The 
mortality  rate  is  29.49  per  1 , OO'O  live  births,  compared1  with 
the  record  low  rate  of  6.01  in  1961.  Of  the  six  male  infant 
deaths,  three  died  under  4 weeks,  and  two  under  1 week.  The 
chief  causes  of  death  were  Broncho  Pneumonia,  vascular 
lesions,  and  prematurity.  Of  the  five  female  deaths,  Broncho 
Pneumonia  and  (Malformation  were  the  chief  causes. 

The  Perinatal  deaths,  i.e.,  the  four  deaths  in  the  first 
week,  and  the  3 still  births,  give  a.  rate  of  18.6  per  1 ,000  com- 
pared with  20.7  in  1961.  Nearly  all  are  due  to  causes  occurr- 
ing in  the  antenatal  period,  and  actual  birth. 

Comparisons  of  causes  of  deaths  in  previous  years: — 

Tuberculosis. 

Tuberculosis  deaths  continue  to  drop.  No  deaths 
occurred  in  this  area,  and  over  the  whole  country  the  death 
rate  has  fallen  by  72%  in  the  last  10  years,  due  to-  preventive 
measures  and  drug  therapy,  but  still  2,776  people  died  from 
Tuberculosis  in  England  and  Wales  in  1962,  which  gives  no 
room  for  relaxation  of  preventive  measures. 

Diphtheria. 

Again,  no  notifications  or  deaths  occurred,  but  this  is 
only  due  to  continued  immunisation  of  young  children. 
There  are  plenty  o»f  the  diphtheria  germs  about  in  the  throats 
of  carriers. 


Bronchitis. 

Bronchitis  showed  the  average  number  of  deaths  in 
recent  years,  and  together  with  Rheumatism  causesi  the  most 
morbidity  of  the  country.  It  is  hoped  that  better  housing, 
the  Clean  Air  Act,  and  smokeless  zones,  will  reduce  the  death 
rate  in  time,  and  the  morbidity  in  the  near  future. 
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Lung  Cancer  in  general. 

Despite  the  continuous  campaign  against  smoking'  as  a 
probable  cause  of  Cancer,  Lung  Cancer  deaths  continue  to 
increase  over  the  whole  'country,  at  a rate  of  over  1,000  a year. 
Of  54,705  male  deaths  from  Cancer  in  1962,  .26, 383  were  due 
to  Lung  Cancer.  Its  death  rate  increased  from  871  in  1961 
to  895  per  million  population  in  1962.  It  is  known  that  this 
cancer  death  rate  in  middle  age  is  much  higher  among  heavy 
cigarette  smokers — about  30  times  higher  than  in  the  case  of 
non-smokers.  Fortunately,  this  year  there  was  a drop  in  Lung 
Cancer  incidence  in  this  area,  hut  a heavy  increase  in  other 
sites  especially  the  stomach. 

Lung  Cancer  deaths  in  women  also  show  a proportionate 
rise,  from  141  to  146  per  million,  although  women  did  not 
start  heavy  cigarette  smoking  until  comparatively  recently. 
Since  1939  about  56%  of  the  increase  in  cigarette  consumption 
is  attributed  to  women. 

Heart  Disease. 

Heart  Disease  remains  the  major  killer;  it  kills  twice  as 
many  as  Cancer.  One  section,  Coronary  Thrombosis,  appears 
to  be  increasing  steadily,  especially  in  the  age  groups  45/65 
and  65/74.  Males  are  more  susceptible — more  than  four 
times  as  many  males  in  the  age  groups  45/75  dying  than 
women  in  the  same  age  groups.  In  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  the 
position  is  reversed — more  women  died  than  males,  but  the 
total  deaths  remain  about  the  same  in  the  last  few  years.

Measles. 

This  year  there  were  a few  sporadic  cases  in  all  quarters, 
increasing  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  It  looks  as  though 
1963  may  be  a measles  year. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Two  cases  were  notified  in  February.  Protection  against 
Whooping  Cough  is  usually  eomJbined  with  protection  against 
Diphtheria,  and  against  Tetanus,  and  is  usually  given  in  the 
first  half  year  o/f  life,  as  Whooping  'Gough  may  be  particularly 
dangerous  in  the  first  two  years. 

Diphtheria. 

No  cases  were  notified.  As  in  the  case  with  Tetanus, 
Booster  injections  need  to  be  given  every  five  ’years  to  keep 
the  level  of  protection  effective.  There  is  no  doubt  that  active 
immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has  been  most  effective.  It 
was  begun  in  the  latter  half  of  1 9318 . Before  this,  the  number 
of  cases  reported  in  England  and  Wales  was  about  95,000, 
and  the  number  of  deaths  about  3,000.  In  1951,  the  cases 
notified  were  about  650,  and  the  deaths  were  down  to  30 
By  1954  these  figures  had  dropped  to  173  and  8 respectively, 
and  today  they  are  lower  still. 
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By  combining  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  with  Diph- 
theria, a very  formidable  and  potent  preventive  weapon 
against  three  deadly  diseases  has  been  forged,  and  thousands 
oif  young  lives  saved. 

Tuberculosis. 

Although  no  longer  the  killer  it  was  in  the  1900’s, 
Tuberculosis  still  causes  about  3,000  deaths  a year  in  Great 
Britain.  Protection  against  it  is  afforded  by  the  B.C.G. 
vaccination  scheme,  using  the  Bacillus-Calinelle-Guerin, 
prepared  from  bovine  tubercle  bacilli,  and  offered  to  all  young 
people  who  are  negative  to  the  Mantoux  test — a test  which 
shows  whether  the  subject  has  had  an  attack  of  tuberculosis. 
If  one  has  had  an  attack,  the  Mantoux  test  is  positive,  a,nd 
X-rays  are  taken,  including  X-rays  of  all  contacts',  and  further 
treatment  is  given  if  necessary.  If  the  Mantoux  test  is 
negative,  then  the  subject  has  never  had  an  attack,  and  should 
be  protected  by  immunising  with  B.C.G.  vaccine.  By  these 
preventive  measures  and  by  anti-Tuberculosis  drugs,  Tuber- 
culosis is  being  slowly  but  siurely  stifled  in  humans,  as  it  is  in 
dairy  herds. 

One  case  of'  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  notified — a 
female  in  age  group  15 — 24.  Xo  deaths  occurred. 

Enteric,  Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid  Fever. 

Xo  cases  notified. 

Dysentery. 

Three  cases  notified  during  the  early  part  of  the  year, 
mostly  Shigella  Sonne.

General  Provision  of  Health  Services 

Hospital  treatment  is  'provided  for  the  residents  in  this 
area  at  the  Hull  hospitals,  at  the  Westwood  Hospital, 
Beverley,  and  the  General  Hospital,  Driffield,  where  there 
are  full  facilities  for  X-ray  and  laboratory  examinations. 
Hospitals  and  out-patient.  clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  Tuberculosis  are  included  within  the  Health 
Services. 

Facilities  for  the  detection  of  bacterial  infections, 
chiefly  as  concerns,  food,  water,  etc.,  are  provided  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  High  SI  reel  , Hull. 

The  care  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  their 
infants,  including  the  unmarried  mothers  and  their  children, 
is  undertaken  by  the  County  Council  through  clinics  and 
domiciliary  midwifery  services.  Other  services  provided  by 
the  County  Council  include  health  visiting,  home  nursing, 
home  help  facilities,  arrangements  for  vaccination  and 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  and 
ambulance  services. 

Accommodation  for  all  persons  needing  care  and  attention 
because  of  age,  infirmity  or  other  circumstances,  apart  from 
medical  or  nursing  cases,  is  provided  for  by  the  County 
Council  in  accord  with  their  responsibilities  under  the 
National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  which  also  requires  them  to 
provide  a Welfare  Service  for  the  blind,  deaf  and  dumb  and 
other  persons  permanently  handicapped  by  congenital 
deformity,  illness,  injury,  or  other  such  disabilities  so 
recognised  bv  the  Minister  of  Health.  Regular  medical  and 
sick  nursing  arrangements  are  undertaken  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 

Action  under  the  provisions  of  Section  4<  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948,  was  not  required  during  the  year,  as  it 
was  found  possible  to  admit  through  voluntary  action  any  old 
persons  needing  care  and  attention  to  one  of  the  County 
Council's  Old  People’s  Homes  in  co-operation  with  County 
Officials, 
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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

Weather  and  Rainfall. 

A most  severe  winter  was  experienced  in  1962,  but  the 
rainfall  was  considerably  lower  than  in  1961,  with  a reduction 
ol  almost  25%  in  the  number  oif  wet  days.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Work  commenced  in  1962  on  extensions  to  the  sewage 
works  at  Keyingham,  to  accommodate  the  increasing  discharge 
in  view  of  housing  development  in  the  parishes  o'f  Keyingham, 
Thorngumbald  and  Burstwick.

PUBLIC  CILiEiANISI'NG. 

Dry  Refuse  Collection. 

The  fleet  of  four  Bedford-Gibson  Pendulum  refuse 
collectors  providing  a total  nominal  carrying  capacity  of 
76  cubic  yaridlsi  with  a claimed  compressed  capacity  of  108 
cubic  yards,  in  the  main  managed  to  provide  a reasonable 
collection  service.  The  achievement  of  the  ideal  of  a weekly 
collection  over  most  of  the  area,  however,  receded  in  the  face 
of  the  rapid  build  up  of  domestic  premises.  In  fact,  during 
1962,  320  dwelling  houses  were  completed  in  the  Councils 
district,  making  a total  oif  1,25:5  houses  added  since  the 
decision  in  1957  to  provide  the  above  number  of  collecting 
vehicles. 

Owing  to  the  concentrated  lay-out  of  the  houses  on  the 
various  estates  in  the  few  parishes  receiving  the  building 
development,  it  was  found  that  the  collecting  vehicles  could 
not  contain  a day’s  collection  as  hithertoi,  and,  in  order  to 
maintain  a reasonable  schedule,  it  was  found  necessary  to 
regularly  employ  a side -loading  vehicle  with  a crew  of  two 
men  to  pick  up  outlying  areas  of  property.  In  all  a labour 
force  of  19  men,  including  drivers,  is  now  required  to  operate 
this  service  under  normal  conditions,  and  extra  vehicles  and 
men  from  other  services  are  required  to  meet  the  demand 
from  holiday  camps  and  catich  up  after  bank  holidays.  The 
judicious  use  of  overtime  work  still  seems  the  most  .sensible 
way  of  maintaining  satisfactory  schedules  and  coping  with 
demand  after  bank  holidays. 
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Houses  provided  since  December,  1962,  and  plans  already 
approved  for  further  development,  will  add  ultimately  at 
least  another  600  houses  in  the  Couincir-s  area,,  and  it  .seems 
appropriate  that  plans  .should  now  be  laid  to,  add  to  the  fleet 
with  the  most  modern  type  of  vehicle.  Whilst  the  Gibson  at 
the  time  seemed  the  best  to  meet  the  CounciPis  needs,  there 
is  no  doubt  that  the  recently  developed  continuous  loading1 
type  of  vehicle  now  offers  considerable  improvement  on  the 
Gibson  and  would  provide  a day’s  collection  capacity. 

Nightsoil. 

The  demand  for  this  service  still  exceeds  the  ability  to 
serve,  but  the  delivery  of  2 new  vehicles  considerably 
improved  the  conditions  under  which  this  service  operates, 
and  this,  together  with  the  replacement  of  crew  personnel, 
permitted  the  operation  of  this  service  by  2 men  per  vehicle 
instead  off  3 previously  used!. 

Cesspool  Emptying. 

A,s  in  previous  years  three  vehicles  were  usually  available 
for  service,  with  one  or  another  vehicle  under  major  overhaul. 
When  requested,  service  waisi  given  in  the  areas  of  neighbour- 
ing* authorities  where  such  facilities  were  not  provided. 

Carrying  capacity  of  each  vehicle  totals  750  gallons  and 
7,907  loads  of  sewage  were  collected  from  the  various  sites 
receiving  service.  Hire  service,  at  an  agreed  hourly  charge, 
was  provided  for  115  hours,  and  137  loads  were  removed  in 
hire  operations. 

Cesspools  serving  260  private  houses,  required  removal  of 
5,203  loads  of  sewage,  2,198  loads  were  removed  from  Council 
Houses  and  210  from  sewage  works,  and  septic  tanks  at  112 
houses  added  a total  of  159  loads  of  sewage. 

Dyke  Cleansing,  Sewer  and  Other  'Maintenance  Work. 

The  calls  made  by  other  services  on  the  labour  force 
provided  for  the  above  purpose®,  interfered  to  some  extent 
with  the  routine  of  this  branch,  and  it  must  be  understood 
how  sickness  and  holiday  relief  in  other  services  continually 
reduces  the  potential  output  of  this  force.

No  seriously  vecrminously  affected  premises  were  en- 
countered during  tJlie  year,  and  the  few  complaints  received 
related  to  small  infestations  of  various  types  of  insects 
normally  encountered  in  dwellings  from  time  to  time. 

Treatment  and  advice  in  respect  of  wasps’  nests  by  far 
exceeded  the  work  necessary  for  any  type  of  insect. 

Rodent  Control, 

One  rodent  operator  was  employed  full  time  on  this  job 
with  occasional  assistance  in  the  treatment  of  sowers. 
Disinfestation  treatment  was  undertaken  at  308  premises,  the 
cost  of  which  was  recouped  in  respect  of  170  properties.  In 
all  a total  of  2,087  inspections  and  re-inspections  were  made 
in  this  work,  including  the  treatment  of  sowers  at  392  bating 
points. 

W arfarin  in  an  oatmeal  base  was  used  as  bait  and  was 
generally  found  quite  satisfactory.  In  the  odd  case  where 
bait  shyness  was  suspected,  liquid  mix  poison  was  found 
effective. 

The  operator  was  able  to  deal  effectively  among  his  main 
duties  with  the  treatment  of  insect  complaints,  treatment  of 
the  refuse  tips  and  disinfections  at  private  dwellings.

Applications  from  persons  desiring  council  houses 
amounted  to  a,  figure  of  429  at  31st  December,  1962,  and 
showed  a decrease  olf  263  on  the  comparable  figure  for  1961. 
During  the  year  all  outstanding  applications  were  checked , 
and  the  above  figure  resulted  chiefly  from  revision  of  the  lists 
in  accord  with  the  new  information  obtained.

Improvement  Grants. 

21  applications  for  discretionary  grants  were  made  in 
respect  of  21  houses,  and  applications  for  improvements  to  18 
dwellings  were  approved  and  the  work  grant  aided  totalled 
an  amount  of  £5,898.  The  total  value  of  idisoretionary  grants 
made  since  the  introduction  o<f  the  scheme  in  the  Council’s 
area  stood  at  £69,631  at  3 1st  December,  1962. 

(Standard  grants,  numbering  38,  were  made  to  a value  of 
£5,835  for  improvements  to  42  houses.  'One  application  was 
withdrawn  in  respect  of  1 dwelling. 

Experience  of  the  working  of  the  improvement  grant 
scheme  still  implies  that  financial  aid  for  borrowing  for  the 
purchase  of  older  type  houses  or  the  financing  of  the  owner’s 
part  of  the  improvements,  is  still  not  readily  enough  forth- 
coming. It  is  felt  lack  of  finance  prevents  the  furtherance 
of  many  projects.

Sites  for  caravan  camping,  licensed  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act,  I960,  numbered  11  at  31  st  December,  1962. 

THE  'COUNCIL ’8  HOLIDAY  CAMP  AT  A LD  BROUGH. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  sites  held  on  permanent  rental 
totalled  209,  a figure  which  represented  a decrease  of  6 on 
the  previous  year’s  figure.  New  tenants  numbered  11  and  17 
tenants  removed  from  the  site  during  the  year. 
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Amenities  on  the  camp  in  the  shape  of  toilet  facilities, 
roads  and  general  good  order  would  seem  to  compare 
favourably  with  anything  encountered  anywhere,  but  it  is 
seriously  thought  that  earnest  consideration  should  be  paid 
to  the  entertainment  and  recreational  facilities  available  to 
campers. 

It  would  seem  that  to  retain  the  patronage  of  the  average 
caravanning'  family,  strict  attention  must  be  paid  to  the  needs 
in  the  entertainment  field  for  children  in  the  general  school 
age  range,  and,  in  particular,  the  teenagers.

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOOD  INSPECTIONS. 

A total  of  11,734  animal  carcases  and  their  offal  was 
examined  in  the  period  under  report  and  1,634  visits  to 
slaughterhouses  were  made  for  this  purpose. 

The  table,  below  shows  details  of  animals  slaughtered, 
which,  with  only  slight  exception,  were  of  prime  quality. 
Many  of  the  cows  were  slaughtered  for  emergency  reasons 
because  of  accident  or  similar  causes  and  it  may  be  said  that 
generally  little  or  no  beef  from  cow  carcases  is  retailed 
within  the  Council's  district.
